The plans have 
been drawn, and the esti¬ 
mates made. This new 
building is going to cost in 
the close vicinity of $3,000 
and this will be the bare 
walls and floor. When lino¬ 
leum is purchased and new 
selving is up It is estimated 
that the cost will be about 
$3,250. 

"The Girls” have been 
figuring every way possible 
to accomplish the job, and 
to keep up with their many 
philanthropic plans. They 
have planned special pro¬ 
jects, but still find that 
they are going to be short 
in accomplishing this new 
building by some $2,000.

Early Christmas 
Mail Campaign 
In Sierra M^re 

The annual “Mall Early 
f(^ Uhristmas” campaign is 
pow in full swing at the 
Sierra Madre Post Office, 
Postmaster Guy Rossi re- 
ported-this week.' 

"Last Chri.stmas the post 
office handled more mall 
than ever before, yet the 
operation was the most effi¬ 
cient in history,” Rossi as¬ 
serted. 

"ZIP Code use and the co¬ 
operation of the public in 
mailing early were the main 
reasons for our success,” the 
postmaster added, “and with 
the sarrie cooperation this 
year, we expect to handle an 
even greater volume of mall 
more easily than during the 
1964 Christmas rush.” 

Rossi offered the following 
suggestions to put “ZIP” 
into Christmas mailings and 
to help postal employees 
cope with the avalanche of 
mail: 

1. Shop early to take ad¬ 
vantage of full stocks. 

2. Check and revise mail¬ 
ing lists, adding ZIP codes. 

3. Mall Christmas gifts 
.promptly. Don’t worry about 
being early, just mark them 
"Do Not Open Until Christ¬ 
mas.” 

4. Buy Christmas cards 
and address them soon, sep¬ 
arating cards into out-of- 
town and local bundles, for 
early mailing. 

5. Show return addresses, 
including ZIP codes, on all 
mail items and place slips 
with .names and addresses 
inside parcels. 

6. Stock up on stamps 
now before the rush starts 
and post office windows be¬ 
come crowded. 

’The Post Office Depart¬ 
ment is recommending the 
■use of first class postage, 
such as special 5-cent 
Christmas stamp, on cards 
and letters. This will allow 
sealing and the enclosure of 
persona messages, and the 
items will be forwarded or 
returned if undeliverable as 
addressed. 

The postmaster empha¬ 
sized again this year that 
poorly wrapped and loosely 
packed cartons are the ma¬ 
jor cause of parcels post 
damage. He uged that car- 
ons be packed tightly by 
■using stuffing material to 
fill up empty space around 
merchandise and then se¬ 
curely wrapped and tied 
with strong twine. 

"Address. letters, cards 
and packages completely 
and clearly,” was the postal

this process continues, practically every person in the 
country will find himself, sooner or later, in a group being 
favored by some sort of public welfare. At this point, we 
will have to ask ourselves a very personal question. Is 
freedom really worth a monetary loss or can we be bought? 

In the Odessa, Texas, American, Oscar Cooley ob¬ 
serves that, "In one breath, people complain of ‘big govern¬ 
ment’ — and in the next demand their share of the loot 
. . . The fact is that between asking for a dole, and merely 
accepting it when proffered, the difference is so slight as 
to be invisible, at least to the eye of the average congress¬ 
man. He judges the popularity of a dole by the number 
of takers and this statistic usually tells him to vote for it 
. . . Social evils become established because of their ac¬ 
ceptance by individuals, one by one. Likewise, such evils 
wither on the vine when individuals, one by one, condemn 
them and refuse to participate in their fruits.” 

When a dole gets around to you, make a decision. If 
you don’t absolutely need it, refuse it, thereby registering 
a vote of “no confidence” in government domination over 
your life. Your Senators and Representatives in Congress 
may hesitate to collect more taxes from you, annoy you 
with regulations, depreciate your money and wreck your 
business in order to pay you a dole of one sort or another 
that you don’t want and won’t accept. 

The Great Question 

It will be a long time, if ever, before controversy over 
the deeds of the 89th Congress ends. And it will be a long 
time before the full effect, for good or ill, of the mass 
of unique legislation it passed is fully felt and understood. 

But one thing is certain — the 89th has been a spender erra Madre. 
with a capital S. Time magazine reports succintly: “In 
all, the 89th spent $119.3 billion — a total unprecedented 
in peace-time and one that will require decades to pay 
off; interest on this year’s national debt alone came to 
$11 billion.” 

It now remains to be seen what spending on this stag¬ 
gering scale will do to the dollar’s worth. Federal deficits, 
as painful past experience tells us, are breeders of infla¬ 
tion. And, ironically, inflation is the worst enemy of the 
people of small means whom much of the new legislation 
is supposed to help. 

If the government cannot come near to balancing its 
budget in boom times, when tax revenues are at enormous 
levels, when can it? ’The dollar’s value has been degraded 
by about half in the postwar years. What will be left of 
it a few years from now? No more important question than 
that confronts the American people.
